Food Sense—Not Nonsense 


Space Isn't All Up In The Air 


Space isn't all up in the air. It means a lot to 


you, personally. You grapple with it every clay 
when you space your meals. If your space plan 
allows for snacking, this news of research may be 
to your liking. Researchers Clarence Cohn and 
Dorothy Joseph, at Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago, are trying to find out which is better 
when the total quantity of food [or the day is tlie 
same: nibbling or eating three squares. 


They fed two groups of laboratory animals the 


same amount of food. One group nibbled all day. 
The other was force-fed at spaced intervals. At the 
end of the experiment, animals that had been 
force-fed had twice as much body fat as nibblers. 


Studies on animals tell us what a particular 


animal needs. But they are only a starting place 
for studies of human beings. Dr. Cohn has begun 
research to learn if nibbling will reduce body fat 
for us, as it has for animals. 


Regardless of what this research tells us, 


nutritionists know there still will be two ground 
rules for nibblers: 


• The total number of calories furnished daily 


when you nibble should be made to equal those 
furnished by the three squares that keep you 


I to your ideal weight. 


• Nibbles have to furnish the same 


nutrients as spaced meals and should 
include: meat or an alternate, milk or 
cheese, fruits and vegetables, enriched 
or whole grain bread and cereal.
